EAST ST. LOUIS — A federal 
jury has found Granite City law- 
yer Charles Howard Jungels Jr. 
guilty of tax evasion, obstruction 
of justice and filing false tax 
returns. 

Jungels, 44, underreported 
income from legal fees charged 
to.clients, failed to report an 
unspecified amount: of income 
from illegal narcotics trafficking 
and attempted to get two people 
to lie to a federal grand jury, 
authorities said. 

In all, Jungels. was ‘found 
guilty Monday of all seven 
counts of crimes charged against 
him. Jungels took the witness 
standin the trial and denied all 
the allegations. 

He could face as much as 23 
years in prison, plus fines, said 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Ralph 
Friederich. 

U.S. District Court Judge Wil- 
liam D. Stiehl set sentencing for 
Oct. 27. 

The nine-woman, three-man 
jury deliberated three hours 

efore returning its verdict in 


underreported income from legal

$70,000, according to testimony 
at the trial. F “ 

Jungels reported earning = 
$13,662 from the cases, but the = 
amount that his clients told:= 
investigators they paid Jungels =

: Legislation that will prohibit 
the sale of drug paraphernalia 
in Ilinois is now law. 

Senate Bill 394 was signed by 
the governor Aug. 23 at Chica- 
ges Holy Angels Church, where

ag glass pipes used for smoking 
epeaine and crack from stores 
inChicago, is pastor. iJ 

=SB 394 will make it a Class 4 
felony if an adult is found 
Quilty of selling drug parapher- 
fd@lia to a juvenile. A prosecu- 
tor would not have to prove to 
a judge or jury that the person 
charged with the crime knew 
that the item he sold was drug 
paraphernalia, but simply that 
the sale took place. 


In addition to providing crim- 
inal penalties for the sale of 
drug-related items, SB 394 
would also give local state’s 
attorneys the authority to take 
business owners offering such 
items for sale in their stores to 
court to have their enterprises 
declared public nuisanees,_ 
which the court could then 
close down for up to one year, 
or require a security bond of 
between $5,000-10,000, which | - 
would be forfeited if subsequent 
violations occurred. 


Finally, the bill gives law 
enforcement officials the same 
property .forfeiture powers 
against a person who sells drug 
paraphernalia as currently 
exist for use against drug rack- 
eteering.

How to file for Medicare and 
who to call for information 


By Bill Hunot 
Social Security Administration 


Following are typical ques- 
tions received by the Social 
Security Administration. 

@. I got my Medicare card in 
the mail. How do I file claims 
under Medicare and where do I 
send them? 

A. It depends in what kind of 
medical services you received. 
Claims for reimbursement for 
in-patient hospital stays are sub- 
mitted by the hospital. There’s 
nothing for you to do. 

However, claims for other ser- 
vices are not always ‘submitted 
for you. If your doctor or other 
health-care’ provider ~- does not 
submit claims, you can easily do 
it yourself. 

A private company, called a 
carrier, handles Medicare's 
paper work. You can get claim 
forms from Social Security or 
from the carrier. = 

Carefully copy your Medicare 
number from your card and 
complete the other questions on 
the claim form. Attach an item- 
ized bill and send the claim to 
the carrier. The bill must show a 
description of the services you 
received. . 

If you have questions, call the 
carrier.

Q. How much is the top bene- 
fit in Social Security (retire- 
ment) in dollars and cents? 

A. Social Security benefits are 
computed based on your date of 
birth, your age, when you start 
getting benefits and your aver- 

age lifetime earnings. The maxi- 
mum depends on all those fac- 
tors. 

Someone born in 
waited until age 65 to draw 
Social Security and always 
earned maximum Social Securi- 
ty covered earnings—$48,000 in 
1989—would receive $899 per 
month. But maximum benefits 
differ for any other situation. 

You probably really want to 
know how much your benefits 
will be. Call Social Security at 
800-234-5772. 

Q. When can a women draw 
her Social Security and would it 
be different if her .husband is 
deceased? 

A. The conditions you must 
meet to draw Social Security are 
the same whether you are male 
or female. However, some Social 
Security benefits have different_ 
age requirements than others.

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How to beat those | 
high temperatures

Q. I have just recently moved 
back to the Midwest and am 
already being aXfected by the 
summer heat agd humidity. 
What are somé ecautions or 
suggestions on hdw to survive 
the summer. 

A. You're smart to take steps 
to beat the heat. Heat exhaustion 
(heat stroke) is one of the more 
serious summer related health 

roblems. It’s a_ condition 
Brought on from.a build up of 
excessive body heat from spend- 
ing too much time in the heat 
and/or sun. Many people are 
surprised to ‘learn that even if 
you're not in the direct sun, 
you're still at risk; you can build 
up excessive body heat by stay- 
ing outdoors too long on a hot 
day or by staying in an overly 
hot house for too long. The ris! 
of heat exhaustion becomes even 
greater when combined with 
strenuous physical activity. 

There are many symptoms of 
heat exhaustion. They include: 
dizziness, heavy perspiration, 
light-headedness, and cool clam- 
my skin. If any of these symp- 
toms occur, you should lie on 
your back in’ the coolest place 
nearby, loosen any tight cloth- 
ing, lower your head slightly and 
get medical attention immediate- 
ly. Don’t minimize the serious- 
ness of heat exhaustion; it can 
be fatal. 

There are steps that can be 
taken. During the summer 
months, it is important to drink 
extra amounts of fluids to help 
replace,body fluids lost throug) 
perspiration. Beverages that con- 
tain alcohol or caffeine often act 
as mild diuretics so_ they 
increase the loss of body fluids.

Best choices: water, fruit juices 
of fruit- drinks. Pick these 
over tea, soft drinks or coffee. 

Of course, on extremely hot: 
days it’s best to sty, indoors as: 
much as possible. If you must 
undertake strenuous activities,’ 
do so in the morning or evening 
hours to avoid the sun and high 
temperature. 

Summer can bring with it 
another common health hazard: 
as well. Sun stroke is caused by: 
over-exposure to direct sunlight; 
(with or without physical activi- 
ty). One of the most common 
causes is sunbathing. If you plan: 
to lie in the sun, you should pro- 
tect yourself from overexposure 
to the ultraviolet rays of sun.: 
Remember to limit your time in} 
the sun, start out with no more: 
than 15 minutes a day and slow-' 
ly increase the time. Don’t for- 
get to use suntan lotion, even ‘on 
cloudy days. 

Sunstroke symptoms include: 

*Red, dry face; 

*High blood temperature; 

«Skin hot to touch; : 

*Slow and noisy breathing:' 
and ‘ 

*Loss of consciousness in 
extreme cases. ¢ 

Should any of these symptoms 
occur, be sure to place the 
patient on his back in the shade 
or indoors, loosen tight clothing, 
raise head slightly, sponge skin 
with rubbing alcohol or luke- 
warm water. Get medical atten 
tion promptly. 

Keeping cool during a Midwest 
summer can indeed be very 
challenging. To help with ‘‘beat- 
ing the heat,” stay out of the sun 
as much as possible, and in air- 
conditioning. If air conditioning 
is not available, use fans or open 
the windows to circulate the air. 
Take frequent baths or showers, 

cooking or baking dur- 
ing the hottest part of the day.

Expressing feelings 
rewarding 


tough, but 


Ever since I was an enthusias- 
tic participant in one of the 
Gestalt sensitivity groups that 
were so popular in the 1960s, I 
have been rather touchy about 
the use of the word “‘feel.”” 

In my own writing and speak- 
ing, I never can comfortably use 
“‘feel’’ when I really mean 
“think.” And, I find it a Byt irri- 
tating when others exprgss an 
opinion by saying, ‘“@ feel 


But my sensitivity to the mis- 
use of the word -‘‘feel”’ is more 
than a word lover's idiosyncra- 
sy. I believe that—see, I practice 
what I preach—people who mis- 
takenly think they are express- 
ing feelings, when in reality they 
are expressing thot ts or opin- 
ions, sow tragic . 

I have heard psychologists and 
pastoral counselors say again 
and again that many of their 
patients have great trouble 

ressing- feelings. People with 
emotional problems, people in 
troubled relationships and 
unhappy ple often "e one 
characteristic: They avoid ‘‘feel- 
ing’. words. Instead of, “I am 
angry,” they say something like, 
“7’'m going*to wring your neck.’’ 

That promises an action rath- 
er than expresses a feeling. And 
the. consequence of that verbal 
charade is that the person often 
fails to recognize he is angry. 
Unrecognized emotions often 
stimulate unwanted behavior. 

Instead of saying, ‘‘I am sad,’’ 
we might skirt the emotional 
issue by wishing “‘I was home;”’ 

'y husband hadn’t died;” or 

‘he children weren’t sick.”” 

But wishes are not feelings. 
And unexpressed emotions 
invariably find some other form 
of expression: depression, head- 
aches or drug abuse. One 
researcher even found a connec- 
tion between unexpressed feel- 
ings and certain kinds of cancer. 

People who do not use ‘“‘feel- 
ing’’ words not only interfere 
with their own happiness and 
health, but sometimes hurt oth- 
ers as well. For the lack of an

expressed feeling others have 
drawn faulty self conclusions. 

In one of those rare moments 
when adult children muster the 
courage to confront their par- 
ents, I asked my parents about 
the eight years that separated 
my birth from my brother’s. 
Because those eight years coin- 
cided with the Great Depression, 
1 always had assumed that my 
parents didn’t.want an extra 
mouth to feed since there was _ 
hardly enough money to feed 
three. ae 

Growing up, I often felt 
unwanted, unloved and some- 
times abandoned. In my child’s 
mind, I irrevocably concluded 
that my presence was a_nui- 
sance at best, but probably more 
like a dreaded disease and a 
cross to endure. Always testing 
my parents’ love, I gave them 
plenty of opportunity and reason 
to confirm my unspoken conclu- 
sion about myself and them. 

Finally, when I was well into 
a mid-life crisis, I told my par- 
ents how I felt. They were 
shocked and confused. 

Then they told me, about my 
birth- Until that day} they had 
assumed the whole world, espe- 
cially me, knew the story well. 
According to them, my birth had 
reversed -a condition that threat- 
ened to cripple my mother. For 
eight years, on Dr. Kissler’s 
advice, my parents had been 
trying to have a second child. 
Instead of being a problem, I 
was a solution; instead of being 
a dreaded disease, I was a cure; 
instead of a curse, a blessing. 

I wished my parents-had told 
me about their feelings.- They 
wished I had told them about 
mine. The efforts were made all 
right, but, always by actions and 
non-feeling words. Each of us 
was lessened by that omission. 


Rev. Vince Dwyer, after he 
‘was an adult, asked his father, 
“Why didn't you ever say, ‘I 
love you is Surprised father 
replied his own -questions. 
“Did you ever céme to me and I 
wasn’t there? Even through the 
Depression, did you ever go hun- 

2 When you wanted to bring 
your friends to the house, 
. weren’t they always welcome?” 


Then, to conclude the conver- 
sation, the father said, ‘“You 
should have known_that I love 
you.”” 

And he was right. 

Expressing .our, feelings is a 
way that we can bring happiness 
to others and help them avoid 
the tragedy of wrong conclusions 
based on our silence.

arents must be careful not 
ta send mixed signals concern- 
ing sexuality by saying one 
thing and doing another. 

Between the ages of 3 and 6, 
children become acutely aware 
of and interested in the physical 
differences between boys and 
girls.

If- 
parents speak honestly with 
their children concerning body 
parts and their functions, chil- 
dren will learn quickly that they 
can trust their parents for 
answers. 

If an open atmosphere is cre- 
ated early, it is likely that it 
will garry over into periods 
when" children are less “Apt to 
ask their parents questions. If 
not, in later years, the child 
may turn to friends, magazines 
and movies for answers to their 
questions, where the informa- 
tion often is distorted.

There has been a lot of con- 
sumer concern due to an 
increasing number of foodbourne 
disease outbreaks reported in 
the northeast associated with the 
consumption of undercooked or 
raw eggs. 

Care in the consumption of 
raw eggs is advised 

Raw eggs.like other foods of 
animalj.origin (such as-raw milk, 
raw meat, and raw clams) may 
be contaminated with infectious 
agents. 


Thorough cooking kills such 
agents. 

‘The Salmonella-related egg-as- 
sociated illness is non-specific 
and is marked by abdominal 
eramps, diarrhea, fever, and 
sometimes nausea and vomiting. 


The illness can occur between 
five hours and 72 hours to seyer- 
al-days. Elderly persons are at 
“greatest risk for serious illness. 


*Egeg-associated outbreaks have 
béen traced to Caesar salad, 
Homemade eggnog, Hollandaise 
sauce, commercially-prepared 
jumbo stuffed shells, Monte C:

Childbearing at a

Women in their 30s are giving 
birth to one+third of the nation’s 
babies compared: to less than a 
fifth a decade ago, according to 
a recent Census Bureau report. 
“Women now more.than in the 
past are deliberately postponing 
their childbearing to older 
ages,”’ the report says. 

Education and career opportu- 
nities have taken priority over 
starting a family during a 
woman's least risky childbearing 
years. However, even women 
who begin childbearing during 
the optimum -years often don’t 


finish before reaching an age . 


that can cause risks. 

The optimum childbearing 
years are between 20 and 30. 
Although aging is gradual and 
depends on the individual’s body 
and health, childbearing risks 
increase after age 35. 


Women in their mid to late 30s 
encounter more pregnancy diffi- 
culties such as premature sepa- 
ration of the placenta. Before 
labor begins, the placenta, which 
supplies the baby with oxygen, 
separates from the wall of the 
uterus. Too early or too much of 
a separation may cause the 
death of the fetus. . 


The risk of premature labor 
also increases with a mother’s 
age causing respiratory distress 
syndrome to the infant. Babies 
born before 36 weeks have 
underdeveloped lungs and may 
require intensive care and use of 
a respirator to help them 
breathe. 4 


In addition, as _age_iffcreases, 
so does a mother’s susdeptibility 
to various illnesses \|such as 
chronic hypertension (abnormal- 
ly high blood pressure) and dia- 
betes. Changes in the blood ves- 
sels as a woman ages can cause 
hypertension. 

Babies born to mothers with 
chienic hypertension can suffer 
growth retardation due to a lack 
of proper nutrients because

The 
condition is characterized by 
some mental deficiency, slanting 
eyes, a broad short skull and 
broad hands with short fingers.

As age 
increases, women may have 
more difficulty becoming preg- 
nant. Constant fear of the biolog- 
ical clock. ticking away may 
cause anxiety about, fertility 
which often can lead to depres- 
sion or feelings of desperation in 
the couple. 


Women starting families at an 
older age can avoid many diffi- 
culties during Bregnancy by 
seeking good prenatal care. This 
means early and frequent check- 
ups by a doctor, good nutrition 
and avoidance of alcohol, tobac- 
co or illicit drugs throughout the 
pregnancy. % 

In fact, women shotild discuss 
childbearing with ‘their physi- 
cians as soon as they begin con- 
sidering getting pregnant. Wom- 
en who talk to their physicians 
early are best able to be in opti- 
mum health at the time of con- 
ception for a less risky pregnan- 
cy and a healthier baby.

‘While no ther incumbent 
senator fared better with spe- 
cial interest groups, several 
came close to Simon’s total, 
including Sen. Mitch McCon- 
nell, R-Ky., with $692,423; Sen. 
Tom Harkin, D-Iowa, with 
$643,055; and Sen. Max Baucus, 
D-Mont., with $622,087, the 
study said. 

Simon, 60, is one of eight 
incumbents up for re-election- 
who has collected more than 
$500,000 from PACs in the last 
four years, Common Cause 
said. 

Pam Huey, a spokeswoman 
for. Simon, said the senator, 
who was traveling in Illinois, 
was sensitive to avoidi the 
pere tion that he is too fosely 

inked to special interests. 

“He doesn’t like it, but that’s 
the way the game is played 
right now,’ Huey said, adding 
that Simon has helped sponsor 
legislation aimed at reducing 
the influence of PACs. 

Simon, a Senate freshman 
who made a ‘presidential bid in 
1988, is being challenged by 
Us. Rep. Lynn Martin, a sub- 
urban Rockford Republican, 


who plans to make a formal 
announcement of candidacy in 
the coming months. 

Martin, 49, has $10,885 in 
PAC money and $87,725 in indi- 
vidual contributions in 1989.She 
also has another $344,090 in her 
congressional campaign com- 
mittee, money she may shift to 
her Senate campaign. 

Common Cause, in an ‘audit 
review of FEC records submit- 
ted by the candidates, said 32 
senators up for new terms have 
raised $53.5 million since their 
last campaigns, with nearly $11 
million in PAC contributions. 

While individuals may give 
candidates up to $1,000 per 
election—primary’ and gener- 
al—PACs may give up to $5,000 
a contest. resident George 
Bush has proposed trimming 
the PAC limit and abolishing 
most PACs except those classi- 
fied primarily as ‘‘ideological.”’ 

Common Cause said six sena- 
tors have raised more than $3 
million for their re-election 
campaigns since 1984, led by 
U.S. Sen. Bill Bradley, D-N.Y., 
with $6.8 million, Sen. Phil 
Gramm, R-Tex., with $6.7 mil- 
lion -and Sen.~ Jesse Helms, 
R-N.C., with $5.4 million. 

The study also compared 
fund-raising activity between 
the first six months of 1983, the 
year before the incumbents’ 
last election year, and the first 
six months of 1989. The study 
showed that this year’s effort 
has been more productive. 

In Simon’s case, PAC contri- 
butions have accelerated this 
year. He collected $496,881 from 
PACs between Jan. 1 and June 
30 this year, while the remain- 
ing $252,921 was received from - 
PACs between January 1985 
and December 1988.

Fruits in juice: 
less calorie worry 


The following column ‘is from. 
the University of Illinois. 

Saving calories has become a 
national pastime. Canning your 
own “‘lite’’ fruit can help reduce 
your family’s calorie intake. 

Some people are so used to 
canning fruit in heavy sugar syr- 
up they may not realize every 
bit of the sugar can be omitted 
without causing a safety prob- 
lem in the product. 

Sugar assures that the color 
and texture of the fruit will be 
pleasing. But the fruits’ natural 
acids and the heat applied to the 
jars while in the boiling water 
bath ensure a safe product. 

While water has the fewest 
calories, plain apple juice or 
white grape juice add only a 
few, and may enhance the fruit’s 
looks. Fruit juices, have the 
proper amount of sugar to keep 
the fruit from shriveling. 

Fruits become wrinkled in the 
jar because the sugar inside 


tries to get out of the fruit and 
mix with the juice to make it as 
sweet and the fruit. That's 
nature’s way.

However, if the 
tree is very close to the garden, 
large roots close to the tree 
trunk should not be cut. Ci 
large roots can reduce the 
of the tree, as well as its al 
to withstand strong winds. 

Another approach, when there 
is no place to locate a garden 
away from large trees, is to pro- 
vide sufficient water and fertiliz- 
er for the plants so they can 
compete with the tree roots 

Water is particularly critical 
when roots of trees and vegeta- 
bles or flowers intermingle. A 
single large tree may use 15 to 
20 gallons of water per day. This 
can be 4 large portion ‘of normal 
rainfall. Also, water is pulled not 
only from néar the surface, but 
often from deep in the soil. This 
means that garden watering 
must be slow for deep penetra- 
tion and minimum runoff. 

‘An average garden that has 
not been invaded by tree roots 
should receive about an inch of 
water per week — either as nat- 
ural rainfall or irrigation — dur- 
ing normal temperatures. During 
very hot or windy weather, this 
should be increased to at least 2 
inches per week. If the garden 
has been invaded by tree roots, 
more generally is needed in both 
cases. 

Water slowly until runoff 

ins. Then stop watering for 
several hours until the moisture 
is well absorbed. Repeat 
waterings until the soil is moist 
to a depth of 6 inches or more. 





Daily watering should not be. 


necessary if deep watering is 
done.

If 
love affair with a new leased car 
sours, you may not be able to 
divorce yourself from the lease 
without paying substantial penal- 
ties. Worse still, if your leased 
car is lost in an accident or sto- 
len, you: may have to pay for the 
car and early termination penal- 
ties too.

Discount buyer beware: 
Air rates not all so cheap 
during season fare wars 


My. mom’s sister has lived in 
Maryland for three years, but 
last -week was the first time 
Mom seriously talked about vis- 
iting her. The news of discounted 
‘airfares prompted Mom. into 
‘thinking about travel. 

‘She is not alone. Undoubtedly, 
the off-season promotional fares 
announced Aug. 14 by TWA, 
which other lines will follow at 
least in part, have perked many 
@ consumer's ear. 


> But.buyer, beware. 

s.¢*Phose who can take advan- 
tage of these fares are not in the 
majority,” said Linda Scott, 
Midwest ‘spokesman for Ameri- 
can Express Travel Services. 

The discounted, advertised 
fares—price leaders—are meant 
to entice consumers and stimu- 
late the normally quiet fall trav- 
el season. 

“‘In a way, the airline market- 
ing strategy is similar to other 
retail advertising,” Scott said. 

And even if fares were appeal- 
ing to someone, heavy restric- 
tions—like TWA’s travel on 
‘Tuesdays or Wednesdays—cut 
“down on convenience. 

All travel on these fares must 
be between Sept. 9 and Dec. 15. 

The ‘advertised non-refundable 
fares are $108 for round-trip 
domestic flights up to 250 miles, 
$198 round trip for flights of 
more than 1,500 miles. 


Normally, these fares would 
be $138 to $298, so for the limited 
market the flights are good 
deals. 

International discount fares 
‘seem more attractive. A round- 
’|-trip TWA ticket to London starts 
at $298 and is good for travel 
any day of the week. 

Normally, TWA's London fares 
start-at $398. 

TWA will allow one itinerary 
change on these discounted tick- 
ets, Most non-refundable tickets 
-do not allow alterations. 

‘The fall discounts are designed 
to boost traffic ouring, the histor- 
ically weak travel period, Sep- 
tember through mid-December 

Discounted Thanksgiving trav- 
“el—Nov. 21, 22, 26 and 27—is not 
-allowed. 

. Scott said that airlines usually 
discouat fares this time of year. 

“And, after this, we’ll have 
specials fpr Thanksgiving and 
Christmas to ‘sell seats, and 
eVery summer, we have special 
summer fares,” she said. 





The consumer’s best deal still 
is the Maxsaver fare, which 
requires seven to 14 days’ 
advance purchase for domestic 
flights, 21 days’ for international 
flights. 

And anyone who has_pur- 
chased even a Maxsaver fare is 
entitled to a cheaper ticket 
under special discounts, like the 
recent TWA promotion. 


Check with a travel agent or 
the airline to see if you qualify, 
but you could have your ticket 
re-issued if the itinerary remains 
unchanged. Reissued or new 
tickets must be purchased by 
Sept. 

But airlines are not the only 
travel companies interested in 
increasing fall business. 

Cruise lines are offering deep 
discounts to warm-weather desti- 
nations. 

Norwegian Cruise Line allows 
a second passenger to sail half 
price on short cruises from Los 
Angeles on the Southward. 

Two people could sail for as 
little as $473 (not including air 
fare to Los Angeles) between 
Oct. 2 and Jan. 15. 

The buy-one-get-one-at-half- 
price promotion also is available 
on western Caribbean cruises on 
board NCL’s Seaward and east- 
ern Caribbean voyages on, the 
grand dame, Norway. 


Sailing dates are until Dec. 17, 
excluding Sept. 9, 17, Oct. 21, 25] 
and Nov. 25. 

And, passengers who book a 
Panama Canal cruise on a Hol- 
land America ship by Feb. 15 
will save 10 percent of the fare. 

But someone has to pay for 
these ‘‘sales,’” and Scott said the 
airline consumers likely to pick 
up the tab will be business trav- 

elers and people who have to 
make emergency flights. The 
key to saving money still will be 
educating -yourself or finding a 
good travel agent and feayet 
planning. 

“If you plan in advance, ‘tiers 
are Maxsavers for you. Or take 
advantage of group air fares 
from tour operators, even if you 
travel independently,”’ Scott 
said.
